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A  dental  clinic  was  held  in  Dr.  Davis'  office.  It 
was  financed  by  the  proceeds  from  a  party  given  by  the 
Social  Club  and  a  program  given  by  the  children.

Alexandria  received  $55.86  from  the  Child  Health 
Recovery  fund.

One  child's  teeth  were  cared  for.  Three  children 
were  fitted  with  glasses.  Two  had  tonsilectomies.  Tw-o 
pupils  with  defective  hearing  had  examinations  made  to 
determine  the  cause.  An  obstruction  was  removed  from 
one  child's  ear.  This  work  was  all  done  in  the  summer 
of  1934  by  Miss  Moynihan. 

Cod  liver  oil  was  provided  for  underweight  children 
during  cold  weather. 

Seven  children  received  j/^  pint  of  milk  daily  during 
the  winter. 

One  child  was  transported  to  Bristol  to  be  fitted  for 
glasses. 

Twenty-seven  visits  have  been  made  to  twenty-five 
families  including  thirty-eight  children. 

Thirty-eight  visits  have  been  made  to  schools. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  State  relief  and 
welfare  workers. 
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Classroom  inspections  have  been  held  at  frequent 
intervals  for  symptoms  of  pediculosis  and  skin  disease 
and  other  contagion. 

The  children  have  been  measured  twice  and 
weighted  three  times  and  reports  were  sent  home. 

It  is  hoped  to  secure  a  tonsilectomy  operation  for 
one  child  later  in  the  month. 

My  heartA-  thanks  are  due  the  group  who  made 
possible  such  a  splendid  dental  clinic  by  their  kindly 
interest  and  support.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  teachers, 
parents,  and  members  of  the  community  who  have  so 
heartily  supported  my  work  in  the  past  year.
